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FORTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

for  the  Year  1941 


Responding  to  the  need  for  economy  in  the  use  of  paper 
and  printing,  the  Report  for  1941  is  again  much  abridged. 

1.  Work  Done. 

The  Hospital  has  been  busier  than  ever.  Out-Patient 
attendances  increased  by  nearly  1 1 ,000  to  a  total  of  82,000. 
The  increase  in  Casualty  attendances  is  particularly  note¬ 
worthy,  namely  from  18,000  to  23,000.  The  daily  average 
number  of  occupied  beds  was  80,  compared  with  70  last  year, 
and  a  daily  average  number  of  6  beds  were  occupied  by  Govern¬ 
ment  patients. 

The  Out-Patient  department  returned  to  its  former 
quarters  following  the  completion  of  the  new  First  Aid  Post 
by  the  Willesden  Borough  Council. 

The  Hospital  has  now  been  graded  a  “  B  ”  Unit  in  the 
Fracture  Service. 

2.  Finance. 

Rising  prices,  costly  replacements  of  equipment  and 
plant,  increased  salaries  and  wages,  war  damage  insurance, 
etc.,  caused  a  heavy  increase  in  expenditure,  and  it  is  ex¬ 
ceedingly  gratifying  to  report  that  through  the  excellent 
work  of  the  Appeal  Committee  under  abnormal  difficulties, 
increased  grants  from  Contributory  Schemes,  substantial 
support  from  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  and  Government 
pavments,  the  revenue  account  is  satisfactory.

3.  Buildings,  Fixtures  and  Equipment. 

The  new  X-Ray  Department,  completely  re-equipped 
with  the  latest  plant,  was  brought  into  commission  in  December 
and  work  is  proceeding  on  the  extension  and  re-organisation  of 
the  Casualty  Department,  Stores  and  the  new  Appeal  Office. 
Two  domestic  hot -water  boilers  were  replaced,  and  further 
extensive  additions  made  to  the  medical  and  surgical  equip¬ 
ment. 

4.  Air-Raid  Precautions. 

All  war  damage  has  been  repaired,  more  blast  walls 
erected,  the  roof  timbers  treated  with  fire  resisting  paint,  the 
gas  cleansing  station  extended,  strengthened  and  provided 
with  heating,  bunks  provided  for  the  Nurses’  Home  and  the 
black-out  improved.  Staff  for  fire-watching,  stretcher  bearers 
and  gas  decontamination  are  always  on  duty  and  readv  for  any 
emergency  call.

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the  establishment  of  the  Middle-Class  Provident  Scheme  and 
the  continued  support  of  the  charitable  public  promise  much  for 
future  financial  stability. 

During  1941,  Willesden  people  have  proved  that  they  are 
not  one  whit  behind  their  neighbours  in  nobility  of  spirit  and 
zeal  for  good  causes,  and  there  is  solid  justification  for  looking 
forward  with  quiet  and  confident  optimism  to  the  future  and 
the  Hospital’s  fiftieth  year  of  service.

PRIVATE  WARDS 

Fifteen  Beds  are  provided  for  persons  who,  although  of 
limited  means,  are  able  to  pay  the  following  fees  for  main¬ 
tenance,  in  addition  to  medical  fees. 

The  charge  is  18/-  per  day  for  a  Single  Room  ;  12/-  per 
day  for  a  Two-bedded  Room.  These  rates  include  normal 
dressings  and  medicines,  but  the  use  of  the  Operating  Theatre, 
Special  Nurses  and  special  treatments  ordered  by  the  patient’s 
medical  attendant,  are  additional  charges. 

Patients  may  be  under  the  care  of  any  registered  Physician 
or  Surgeon,  whether  attached  to  the  Willesden  General  Hospital 
Staff  or  not.  The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  patient  is 
entirely  responsible  for  the  treatment  of  the  patient  in  the 
Private  Wards. 

Patients  arrange  with  their  Physician  or  Surgeon  the  fees 
to  be  paid  for  treatment  or  operation,  and  the  fee  for  the  Ancesthetist  / 
such  sums  are  paid  direct  by  the  patient. 

No  patient  can  be  admitted  who  is  suffering  from  infectious 
disease.  Consumption,  Mental  Disorder,  Epilepsy,  or  incurable 
diseases  which  are  unlikely  to  benefit  by  treatment,  or  those 
whose  admission  may  be  offensive  to,  or  alarm,  other  patients, 
or  women  in  an  advanced  stage  of  pregnancy  (except  in  extra¬ 
ordinary  cases,  such  as  accident  or  where  a  surgical  operation 
is  urgently  required). 

As  a  temporary  War-time  measure  a  limited  number  of 
Private  Beds  are  available  for  chronic  patients,  subject  to 
certain  conditions.
